ON NAuInaty Characters, to0u1l4 uſe no other 
word than that, to exorels the killing of beaſts by 3 
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When men of that (ſtamp, make no more conſcience 
of Maſſacring Proteſtants, and thoſe that profeſs the 
pure Reformed Chriſtian Religion, than of killing 
of brute creatures; and ſo he thinks it's e- 
qually applicable to both. And likely 'tis, he was, and 
continues to be ſo much a favourer of the Popiſh-Plot 
to Maſſacre Proteſtants, and that this hath been fo of. 
ten, and for ſo long a time revolv'd 1n his thoughts, 
that no other word butthis could occur to him, when 
molt falſly he would declare to the World that they 
were kill'd by ſuch a fort of people. 

As for the man that- ſent into the World, the Eozal 
Proteſtant, vc. 1 ſhall ſay no more concerning him,but 
this 3 That if the Biſko;s horſe had ſtood at the fame 
time as a convicted forger of lies, in the Pillory, as 
he did, he would through ſhame (as a more gene- 
rous creature, having a deep reſentment of that dy: 
honour), ſo pined away, and grown ſo meagre and 
lean 1a a little time, that no greaſe would have been 
found in his'belly, if the Chicheſtcr Diflenters had ript 
it open, And it is no abſurdity, according to the moſt 
defervedly ſtigmatized mans ſenſe,toalilert, that a beaſt 
might have undergone the Pillory-puniſhment with 
him as a legally convicted Criminal or MalefaQor , 
ſecing he makes ſo happy and witty (though un- 
heard of before) a conjuaction and connection of 
the killing of the Bilhops horte, with that of reaſon- 

able creaturesz 2sif horſes were of the ſame Species, 

and capable of Government by the ſame Laws, that 
rational Beings in this World, are. 

Had we not read and heard of, and known many 

grand and ſhameleſs lyars befides thefe ewo, I ſhould 

: concluded them to be the firſt begotten of him 
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: who 


who is a Lyar, as well as a Myrderer from the begin- 
ning. 

I will not now trouble my ſelf, nor ſpend my time, 
to take all their audacious and falſe reports aſunder, 
and make an Anſwer to every part thereof, But thi: 
I will offer to them, and to all the Worl4, as a moſt 
fair and inexception1ble thing, That whereas theſe 
two bundles of Lies, brag and boaſt muchof their Au- 
thentick and credible Intelligence from Chicheſter, as 
the ground and Warrant of what they Print concern- 

ing the killing of the Biſhops Horle, or Horſes, and 
the pretended bloody Murder of the Informer Habin : ; 
That if they will pubiilh the Names of them that ſend 
it to them, I will produce, fide dign;, many more per- 
ſonz, who upon Oath either before the King and his 
Council, or 1n any Court of Judicature where His Ma- 
jelty (hull be pleaſed to appoint the Examination of this 
matter, ſhall make good and prove the verity of the 
enſuing Relation. 

The Reaſon why it way publithed no ſooner, is, 
ThatI, to whom it was ient, judg'd it was molt con- 
venient to ſee how far theſe two Enemies to Truth 

would proceed in their lying Relationszthat ſoaplenary 

and complete Anſwer thereto might be made at once, 
to undecerve and (arisfie all ſober and honeſt men, of 
what perſwalion {ocever, in whom they have been fo 
19dultrious tocreate a belief of the truth of that which 
is mo't talle. 

I would have the Reader to obſerve fome things 
remarkable concerning this Habin : £irſt, That he 
was * protiigate a wretch, and fo prodigiouſly 
wicked, that he made no Conſcience of committing 
the {11 of Pcerjury : For he ſwore, That tio or three 

perſons 
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perſons brake Captain Pickles Windows in C Lickeſter, 
that never Were among the young men that brought 
the Pope before N13 OOT 3 by vertue whereof they 
were Convicted as Rioters, ana brought into great 
trouble. And *tis ſaid, and ( if I miſtake not) can 
be proved, That he was the man that broke them. 
Secondly, That be, with his brother Hajted, ſwore, 
That a Miniſter Preached at Stockoridag, near Chiches 
ter, where the Diſlenters meet every Lords-day 
when I dare be bold to aftirm, TI hat they were never 
zearer to the place, than it is from the Exchange in 
London, to the Bridge: and lo couid not potlibly ei- 
ther ſee, or hear a Miniſter Preach : Upon which a 
Conviction was made. And this they continued to 
(ſwear, in order t2 fuch Convictions for ſeveral Lords- 
days, till Divice Jutice arreſted and feifed him inthe 
yery ſame day whercin for a long time he had acted 
ſo wickedly ard villanoully. Thirdly, Whercas 
N. T. tiles him a Gentleman 3 he was ſo far 
from that, that no man upon carth can be more 1nfc.. 
mous, and farther from one. I deipiſe no man for 
hls poverty 3 but when deep poverty, and high int- 
quity meet 1n one man, it renders him molt infamous 
and defpicable. 1 know ture are many true Gentle- 
men, not only by their Birth (whom I always rank a- 
mong the molt intertor of that kind, when abitrated 
and ſeparate from what follows) but by their Breed- 
ing and Education, waich doth truly enoble their 
minds, by the innate generolity of their own Spt- 
riis. But none of thite can be predicated of thiz 
Subject, he being but the fink, the ſeum, an excrcll 
cenc, or if I may to ſpeak, the very Excrement of 
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Humane Nitgre. By his Employment he vas a com- 
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mon Bayliff, beforehe was an Informer and {© grand 
2 Rogue in the management thereof, that none in the 
Country was thought to equalize him, but his brother 
(in all Villany and iniquity) Haited: And had not 
Death prevented, he would ere long have beenmarle 
ſo to appeat to the World, he being put tato the 
Crown-Office for many procigious Enormitics and Ro: 
gueries, and would certainly have been proſccuted for 
the above-mention'd Perjury, when a convenicnt time 
ſhould have happen'd for it. 

I will not undertake to be a bold and infallible In- 
terpreter of Gods Providences (they being a Deep 
that the ſhort line of Hamane Reaſon cannot ſound 
the bottom of, and fathom) ; yet as we are reatona« 
ble Creatures, falling under the Conduct and Govern- 
ment thereof, ſo we ace bound tooblerve them, and 


keeping within the bounds of modeſty, endeavour to:

day, which he ſo much prophan'd, and particularly, 
by being fo much inthe Ale-houſe, when he ſhould have 
been in Gods-houle 3 and diſturbing thoſe that woula | 
ferve and worſhip God, while he did ſo much neglect 
the ſame. He was unexpectedly driven away that Jay, 
by Death, in his wickedneſs, and had no time giver 
himtorepent. Tet Hafted, his brother, wy Fed 
vine 
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Divine Vengeance do not ſpeedily overtake him, and | 
Death ſuddenly, as a grim and inexorable Serjeant, 
arreſt him, and irreiſtibly drag his reluQating wretch- 

ed guilty Soul before the Tribunal of Gods ſevereſt Ju-

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About Nive or Ten W ks fince, for the more eff. ual fup- 
preſ':. of cbe Converticles here, two periens were imptuved 
as I formers, the one calicd Richard Habin , ihic ether Henry 
Haited Thele pertiens poſteo themicives very SUNCAaV upone 
Publ.«k Road, which. ads by the D 07 of enc of the Convene 
tick:s, and took the Names of iuch as they thought fic that 
paſſed upon that Road, and that were eirh.r going to, 07 CoM» 
ing 110:n the place where the Conventicte was Kept 5 and after-. 
ward dd carry their Lifts to tome juſtices , and Mane Oath, 
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That fch perſons were at the Conventicle z and Warrants if- 
lued out, by Virtue of that Convition, to the Conſtables, 
to levy the Ciſtrels 1 which accorcingly they have done on ma- 
ny. But our bulinels is not to acculz the Methods of their 
Proceedings, ino ſomewhat extraordinary, and whit the Law 
it ſelf doth not command, We enly wil, That perſons not 
{0 notoriouſly ſcandalous, and fc os had been lets fubje& to 
exceptions, had bcen imoloyec| in thts wo: k. 

But ro keep to our matter ; This Trade they continued till 
Sunday the 6th of Augsſt, on witch day Huſted wore a 
Sword, and drew it on fome Boys as they Were going on the 
Road, truck at them, and cut their Cloaths. Bur upon the 
Boys taking up ſtones, and thre=tning to None him, if he 
ſheathed not his Sword again, he did recurn his Sword into its 
Scabbard : At which Habin was lo angry, that he would have 
had the Sword from Haſted, {wearing i.e would hew the Boys 
in pieces with it: but Haſted would not let him have it, tho 
he, as well as Habin, were both moſt milerably drunk with 
Brazay. 

The Boys ſeeing this favage and barbarous ftercenels of 
Habia, threw ſome ſtones at him, and with one cf them 
hit him, and break his head: Upon which, Habin entring 
in at the Gate of the City, next to which Mr, F2-ingtor 
dwelleth, upp'd with his ſtick, and cried our, Fa: ingtor 
ſhould pay for all; and with that faying, ſtruck, znd brake 
his Parlor- Window, Mr, Farington and Three other Gen- 
tlemen being in the Room. But Mr, Faringto» knowing 
there were many that fought occaſioa to eninare him, and 
believing this affront was done him on purpole to provoke 
him to repay it with ſome paſhonate Behaviour , would 
not ſo much as open his Window , or wag out of the 
Room. 

Mr. Farington's Coach-man being unhappily abroad in 
the ſtreet, and (ceing this abuſe to his Maſters Houle, went 
to Havis, and asied what he mean'd by it? who an{wer'd 
nim only by holding up, and ſhaking his Cuugel at che 

Coach-man, Whereupon the Coachman immedi..: ly clapp'd 
within Habin, ſtruck up his heels, took away his ſtick, and 
with it hit him Four or Five blows over the Pate, and to left 
him Aſter which, Habin roſe vp, and went awoy to ine 
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Mayor's, and milling tne Aayor, to another Juſtice, to com. 
plain, anc then to the B:ſhop's Palace z where, it is ſaid , he 
m:nded his Draugnt 3 and after his Head was dreſſed ; Was 
carried by the Biſhop's Servants, and laid in the StaWle 
where in two hours time he either died, or was fo dead 
drunk, that he was taken for dead. However, he was pre- 
ſently laid on a Bier, carried up to the High CrofG , and 
from thence to the Town-Hall; where a Coroxer's Inqueſt 
was immediately impannelPd , and found HZ +:7 Murdered, 
and the Coach-man tne Murthezer, before ever ( as many 4o 
believe) Habin was quite dead, 

Nay, It is the univertal opinion of this City, That if his 
Lordſhips Servants had not uſed this poor Wretch more like a 
Beaſt than a Man; but had, inſtead of luggins him into 
a cold Stable, laid him in a warm Bed, got him to be let 
Blood, and to have had other Remedies applied proper to 
his Condition, Zabin might, for any Mortal hurt he had, 
have been alive at this day. But to expole him in this manner 
was enough to make him die, whether he would or no. And 
pray God all this haſty diſpatch was not done with a defign 
to do more miſchief by his Death, than e'ce they could 
by his- Life, For this is not the firſt Attempt that hath 
been made upon th? Life and Fortune of Mr.. Faringeor. 
But to return to our Relation « The Coach-man fled: And 
whether Habin vas dead or no, we are furc he was bu- 
Tied, 

Thus raatters continued till the end of the Week, and eve- 
ry man was fo convinc*d (irom the multitude of Witneſſes 
that faw the Fat), That inſtead of Murther, all men jugd'd 
the poor Coach-man would have Szmmm js to be found 
guilty of Manſlaughter. For, for a Servant, upon ſo high 
a Provocationg as the breaking his Maſters Houte, to run 
up to the doer of the Injury, and in a paſſion to ſnatch 
away his ſtick, and lay it Four or Five times over his Ears, 
and it happening fo that Death doth ſoilow; to hind fuck 
2 Servant guilty of ſo much as Man-ſiaughter, inclines cer- 
tainly rather towards ſeverity, than clemency- But t0 
talk of Murder, is fuch Non-fenſe, as you may as well call 
t Blafphemy as Murder : for it hath no one ingredient of 
MurCcer in it. For Murder muſt kave makce fore-thought : 
P 2 Then 
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Then a \ying in wait, or ſeeking all occaſions to execute 
the Malice : and then We ezpons or Inſtruments fit to tet 
home that Mzlice to the Death of him to whom ?tts 
hoin, Neither of which can fo much as pretencedly be 
{aſtercd upon this poor untortunate Coach-man. And yet - 
the Proof of this matter, ycu will fee, that not the Coxch-me 
o:1y, kut his After too, was Rtrongly endeavour'd to bh 
brovpht in Fgviity of M-rder.

To have Evidence? to get on Saturday night, that muſt be v- 
ſed on Monday M.rning 4 ONC would think requires great 
dexterity to gain (hc m; and yet that Night a little Prentice-Boy, 
of about 13 or 14 y:ars old, was haled away from his Maſters 


Houle by two Publicans b.fore the Mayor and the City- Juſtices, 


where we will not tay by what Arts he was made, an made 
to Swear that he ſaw both Mr. Farimgton and Creſſingham too, 
when Aab n was Beat. Burt of this we are ure, that when 
the Boy was called before the Inqueſt , he b:tter remembred 
himſelf, and did upon his Oata deny that he ſaw Mr Faring- 
ton there, or Creſſingham either ; aid yet afterwards the Boy 
was prevailed upon to uniwear that : and to {wear that he law 
Creſſizgh.im there, but not Mr Farimnpton: Some honcſ--nind- 
ed people bid the Lad as he went by thcm, to conſider what he 
Swore, and to be {ure to Swear the truth 5 which made his 
Mother 7; up an down like one mad, raving -nd crving, My 
Son ſnail Swear for the Lord Biſhop, My Son ſhall Swear for 
the lord Biſhop, I would not for tn pound but he ſheald \wear 


for my Lord %iſh*p: For 1 bave the moſt part of my L:v2!y- 


hood from my Lord. Which turious paſſion 1n the Women 
made People tire and wonder at her, and the Biſhop both) 
and raifed wore cubs in mens minds, than it is convenient to 
mention.

th2tin the place where {reſſinzham Swore he ſtood when he 
law Mr. Far:ngton look our at the Window, and commanded 
his man to beat Habir, it was utterly impoſſible for Creſſing- 
ha» or any Man elfe to ſee Mr. Farington ( or any other ) 
look out at the Window. So that returning to the 'I'oven-hall, 
(where the Jury that day fate ) fully ſatisfied , they would 
not hear any more Witneſſes ( though a great many more were 
preſent, and offered themſelves to Swear) , but immediately 
gave in their Verdict, wherein ev:ry man did acquit Mr. Zar- 
zgton. It appearing to them by the Oaths of Perlons (againit 
whom there was no exception ) that Mr. Farimgtoz was ſo 
{ex from commanding his man to beat Halin, that he was Ex- 
freamly angry with his man for doing of i'. Thus cnded this 
matter. 
The next Cay this young Apprentice was taken from his 
Mzſter, by the Biſhop, into his Houle 5 VVhether for fear the 
Boy ſhould blab the Threats and Arts that have been cxer- 
ciſed on him, to draw him to do what he did ; or to be hetter 
initruted in the new and modiſh ſcience now in faſhion, 
tney beſt know that did it; tho the Poys Mother doth 
grve out already, that her Son ſhall yer Swear for my Lord 
Biſhop againſt Mr. Farington for all this: We only can fay, 
that this we are fure of from ſeveral honeſt Perfons, that the 
Child did nothing but Cry, and fay he was threatned to Swear 
what he did, till Mr. Farizgton was acquitted; and that then he 
did nothing but leap and expreſs an high paſſion of joy for it;and 
if upon his coming under his Lordſhips Roof, the Boy af- 
ſumed another nature, *tis only a proof, that miracles are not 
cealed, 
 (reffingham the Witneſs was formerly a Choriſter ; but ha- 
ving not honeſty enough to continue in the Office(which genc- 
rally coth not require over-much) he was expell'd the Quire, 
and is now lo indigent and Infamous, that. his Credit will oot 
pals for Twelve pence ; whether he be to be reſtored on this per-

For people do publickly ſay, That ſ#b d:o,or in the Church Porch 
whitherto all perſons might freely retort, had been a much 
more proper place for a Coroners Inqueſt to have late, than un- 
der Lock and Key in a Biſhops Palace; elpecially too in {uch 
a Palace where the Biſhop and his Predecefſors have denicd 
caemſelyes to be within the Liberty of the City, and refuſed to 
pay their Poors Tax; whereupon many Suits and Differences 
nave arofe. 


Wherefore upon the whole, we judg all men will ſee as little
